he bill introduced in the legislature 
by Representative Yeaton 
of this 


city, which provides for the amend- 
ment of the charter of the ctty of 
'ortsmouth in relation to the asses- 
sors of taxes. The full text of the 
•bill is as follows: 


Sec. 1. The board' of assessors for 


he city of Portsmouth shall consist 
of three perons, "who shall be legal 
oters in said city. No person shall 
be eligible to, or shall hold the office 
of assessor, who is at the same time 
holding any place of trust or respon- 
sibility in any corporation, or receiv- 
ng compensation therefrom. 


Sec. 2. The assessors shall 
be 


lected by the legal voters in said 
city of Portsmouth, 
they shall 
be 


nominated at the 
same caucus at 


which the names of the representa- 
;ives of said city .to the general court 
are placed in1 nomination, and elect- 
ed at the biennial election in the 
month of November, 1904. At that 
Jme one assessor shall be elected for 
.he term of six years, from the first 
Tuesday of March, 1905, and there- 
after there shall biennially be elected 
one assessor who shall hold his office 
or the term oT six years and until his 
accessor is elected 
and 
qualified. 


Phe board of assessors, herein pro- 
vided for, shall, on the first Tuesday 
of March, 1905, and biennially there- 
after on the first Tuesday of March, 
organize with the choice of one of its 
members as chairman and shall also 
choose a clerk, who shall not be one 
of said assessors and who shall 
re- 


ceive a compensation of $800 per an- 
num, which shall be in full for all 
services rendered by said clerk and 
paid in monthly payments by said 
irty of Portsmouth and who shall not 
be engaged in' any other occupation 
while employed as clerk of said board 
of assessors. In case of a vacancy in 
said board the remaining members 
hereof shall at once elect a successor 
or the unexpired term, only, from 
the political party that elected the 
member whose place is left vacant, 
said newly elected member shall have 
the 'same qualifications and shall then 
be eligible to be voted upon, as an 
original 'member of said board. 


Sec. 3. The board of assessors 


herein provided for -shall between the 
first day of March, 1903, and the first 
oay of March, 1904, make a thorough, 
careful and complete examination and 
valuation of all the real estate within 
said city. They shall appraise all 
property at its fair value, they shall 
arrange and tabulate the result of 
their work in such manner as will 
plainly and fully show the location, 
quality, character, use, rental, value 
and appraised value, and owners of 
every piece and parcel of real es- 
tate vlthin said city -with such, other 
and further remarks and description 
as may be necessary, for -their own 
convenience, and the information of 
the citizens.

Sec. 6. The assessors as herein 


provided shall be William A. Hodg- 
don for the term of six years. Free- 
man R. Garrett for the term of four 
years and Willis G. Mason for the 
term of two years and they and their 
successors shall each receive as com- 
pensation the sum of $100 annually, 
to be paid in quarterly payments by 
said city of Portsmouth. 


Sec, 7. The provisions of the pub- 


lic statutes as to the election of as- 
sessors in cities shall not apply to 
the city of Portsmouth and any pro- 
vision of the charter of the city of 
Portsmouth and all acts and parts of 
acts inconsistent with the provision 
of this act are hereby repealed. 


Sec. 8. This act shall take effect 


on its passage.

Rye is not estimated at its true value 


ns a fall and early spring forage crop 
up in the north country wljere the 
snow falls. Sown on the cut cornfield 
in ^September, then pastured till snow 
comes and again as soon as it disap- 
pears in the spring, it pays well even if 
the remnant is plowed under in May 
for other crops. Grass seed sown on 
such a field in March is- almost invari- 
ably a sure catch. This fall and spring 
rye pasture is just the thing for the 
dairy cows. 


An Illinois reader wants to get a 


piece of corn land into pasture as quick- 
ly as possible in tbo spring, and asUs 
how he had better do it. We wonld put 
the land in the best possible shape with 
either disk or plow a» soon us the 
ground was fit to work, sow two bush- 
els of oats, six quarts of timothy and 
three of clover to the acre, and turn tho 
cows in as soon as the oats wore four 
or five inches high. Along tho last of 
June or as soou as the oats not fed off 
got headed out I would run a mower 
over the field, when the timothy and 
clover would show up aud muke a good 
pasture from then on. 


A country which waged ati expensive

The lanterns are made in three sizes. 


and there has been very little change 
in them in many years except in minor 
details of operation and iu tbe use of 
bettor lenses. Tbe dark lantern will 
throw a bright light about twenty feet, 
covering at that distance a circle with 
u radius of four to six feet. 


Dark lanterns arc sometimes used in 


the country for carriage lamps and foi 
lighting one's way afoot across country 
toads. Lanterns of tbe same style, 
without slides and rod and green lenses 
instead of white, are to some extent 
used on small yachts for side lights, but 
\vitb all thf.se ii5.es it is said that the 
halo of tbe historic bullseye is decreas- 
ing.—Xew York Herald.

This uioveuii'nt is s^ud to have the 


countenance if not the active assistance 
of the emperor himself, and sejgning 
queens, duchesses and hidJes of lesser 
rank, alarmed by fxistiug conditions, 
will endeavor by precedent and exam- 
ple as well as by more direct methods, 
to assist the lowly and improve the 
moral tone of the highest society. 


Among the leaders of the new move- 


ment, which includes upward of a hun- 
dred of the highest ladies iis the Ger- 
man empire, are the queen dowager of 
Saxony, the queen of 'Wurttemberg 
and two of Emperor William's sisters. 
The queen dowager of Saxony, widow 
of King Albert, who died less than a 
year ago, is dean of the new sisterhood. 
She was a princess of Holstein-Gpttorp 
of the house of Wasa, an

Swedish family, which occupied the 
throne of the northland from 1523 to 
1C54.

and well developed leaves. As soon as 
the soil was warm enough these were 
placed in the ground. His care did not 
diminish any now that the potatoes 
were planted, and very soon the leaves 
began to push up toward the light and 
air. They were kept free from -weeds 
and bugs until the middle of July; then 
he began marketing them. Largely at 
$1 per bushel. 


Meanwhile a, second lot of potatoes 


had been sprouted the same as the oth- 
ers and planted the 1st of July between 
the rows, so that when tlie first crop 
was dug they hoed the second lor, which 
was already above the ground. In Sep- 
tember the second crop was harvested. 
From the first planting Mr. Jacobs 
raised at tlie rate ft 300 bushels per 
acre; from the second, 100 bushels. The 
variety used was the New Queen, and 
the only fertilizer was phosphate.

Scrntclilujt Sbed» For Poultry. 


Rural New Yorker has been taking 


testimony from correspondents on the 
advisability of "scratching sheds for 
poultry," and the way "doctors dis- 
agree" doesn't compare to the discrep- 
ancy of opinion brought out. To some 
the scratching shed is invaluable; oth- 
ers wouldn't have it at any price. Four 
for to six against is the record. "I am 
in favor of scratching sheds. There is 
no question, in my experience, that 
they are beneficial," says one man. 


"We have sheds attached to all our 


houses and if we were farther south 
would leave off the bouse," declares 
another. 
\"In my opinion a scratching shed is 


one of the most necessary things for a 
successful poultry raiser to have," af- 
firms a third. 


In the negative we are told: "I have 


no use for scratching sheds in this lati- 
tude. My hens are none too warm in 
their well Tniilt houses day or night 
when the thermometer shows 10 to 15 
below zero." 


Again: "I am unfavorable to scratch- 


Ing sheds. After being cold for several 
days it Commenced to moderate, and 
we think it is really warmer than it is. 
We turn the birds into the scratching 
sheds to get the sunlight, and before 
we know it we have a lot of frozeu 
combs." 


"I never thought enough of a scratch- 


Ing shed to build one; always consid- 
ered it a dirty, disease breeding con- 
cern," emphatically remarks another 
man. 


And very much to the point is. "The 


scratching shed never pays in dollars 
and cents."
